An Account of the Ceremony of uncovering the Eque- 
firian Statue of K; Philip V, ereéted by the City of 
Naples, for a Teftimony of their Loyalty, and in Re- 
membrance of bis Majefty’s honouring that City with 
his Prefence in the Year 1702. Tranimitted from 


Naples. 


ea THE 16th of September 1705, being the Day 


appointed for this Ceremony, Preparations were 
made for it in the Square of Je(us where the Statue 
ftands. In that Square which is 1600 Palms in Cir- 
cutnference, Scaffolds were built ; which with the 
Windows and Balconies of the Houfes were adorn’d 
with Tapiftry and Pictures, and ‘ill'd with a great 
Number of Ladies and others of the chief Quality. 
In the Middle of the Square was a Building of Wood 
of 150 Palms in Heighth, with 4 Columns on the 
Angles diftant from each other 80 Palms, on the 
Bales of which Columns were the Arms of all the 
Dominions and Kingdoms which his Catholick Ma- 
jefty poffeffes in the 4 Parts of the World. On the 
Top of this Machine, which was border’d with 
Flower de Luces, was a Figure of the Sun of 20 
Palms Diameter, with 3 Flower de Luces the Arms 
of his Majefty. Underneath was an Imperial Crown 
30 Palms in Circumference, from the middle of 
which hung down a round Curtain of Crimfon Da- 
mask in the Form of a Tent, 100 Palms long, reach- 
ing to the Ground and covering the Statue. The Co- 
lumns were adorn’d with Statues, Garlands, Tro- 
hies, and Devices and Mottoes on Cartouches in 
Praife of the King. The whole was contriv’d and dil- 
pos'd by Don Dominico Dentici, Collonel of Horfe, 
Ingenier, and one of the Nobles of the Jurisdiction 
of Nido, who had been entrufted by the Duke of 
Popoli and the Directors of the Fortifications of the 
City of Naples with the Care of procuring this 
Statue to be made. 

In the Middle of this Machine flood the Statue, 
which was made in 3 Years Time by the famous 
Statuary Nicolao Vacaro. The Horfe and Rider 
weigh about 20000 Pound Weight French, are 17 
Palms high, and plac'd on a Pedeftal of Marble of 
the fame Heigth and of excellent Workmanhhip. 
They are fenc’d round with Iron Grates curioufly 
wroughr, and 16 {mall Pillars of Marble. The Front 
of the Pedeftal bears the following Infcription, com- 
pos'd by the Learned Matteo Egizi.

At 4a Clock in the Afternoon, the Marquis d 
Villena Viceroy of Naples went from his Palace a 
Cavalcade, preceeded by all the principal Nobiliry 
mounted on fine Horfes, and attended by rhe Swiis 
Guards ; he took his Way through the magnificent 
Street of Toledo to the Square of Jefus ; and upon 
his Arrival before the King’s Statue, the Curtain 
was at once drawn up, and form’d a large Canopy 
adorn'd with Laces, Fringes, and Flower de Luces, 
of Gold. Then the Viceroy taking off bis, Hac 
bow’d to the Statue, and cry'd viva ef Rey 3. which 
was repeated by all that were prefent. Immediately 
100 Muficians that were plac’d ar the Bafes of the 
Columns began a Song in Praife of his Majefty : 
And while it was performing, the Deputies of the 
Tribupal (or Office) of Fortification threw amon 
the Pebdple from 2 Balconies a great number of filyer 
and copper Medals, reprefenting the Statue with the 
Name of the King, and on the Reverfe the Figure 
of Parthenope fitting arm’d with a Cuirafs and hold- 
ing a Pike in one Hand and a Cornucopiz in the 
other, on the Border were the Words -Adeentus 
Principis Feliciffimo. This done, the Viceroy went 
to the Royal Church of the Nuns of Santa Clara, 
where he heard Te Deum Sung to Mufick, the In- 
fantry that were drawn up in the Squate before fhe

Night coming on, rhe whole Square of Jefus, and 
the Machine, were illuminated with a prodigious 
Number of Flambeaux of Venetian Wax, and the
